| BY AMERICAN FLEET. 


Fugitive Warships Guarded by Ohio’s 
‘Guns im Manila Bay. 


Washington, D. C., June 
Three Russian ships, the cruisers Aurora, | 
Oleg, and Jemtchug, under command of Rear 
Admiral Esquist, have limped into the port | 
of Manila from the battle of the Corean | 
straits and have asked for American pro- | 
tection.

MANILA, June 3—The three Russian 
cruisers that arrived here today show signs 
of battle, although they are not damaged 
below the water line.

A person deposited a dime in the 
slot and pushed a button, which shook the 
dice. If the dice fell “‘ three of a kind” he 
received a cigar. If he failed to get the 
lucky: combination he was out his money, 
If. after two or three failures to make a 
lueky shake a person remonstrated with 
the woman in charge he was told not to con- 
sider his’ bad luck with the dice as a loss, 
but to think of the good that his fe asonas

an unpleasant notoriety by reason of my 
recreations and enjoyments, I know of no 
such instance other than that of the occasion 
of a fancy dress ball, in which it was re- 
ported that occurrences of a scandalous and 
indecent nature took place. These reports 
inspired. from the same 
sources that are now attacking me. They 
were published when the conspiracy to de- 
_stroy my reputation and deprive me of my 
position in the society was well under way. 

“On that subject I submit herewith a copy 
of my sworn complaint in the suit against 
James W. Alexander, in which he and others 
are charged, under oath, with the responsi- 
bility for the circulation of these reports and 
the consequent injury to the society. : 

“As to my interest In the syndicate opera- 
tions I have already reported on this subject 
and have submitted a statement showing the 
character and extent of these operations, and 
that the president has been interested equally 
with me in them. 


charges, I submit herewith photographic 
copies of the checks that were paid to Mr. 
Alexander and of letters written by him with 
respect to syndicate operations in which we 
were jointly interested. : 


* As to the Cambon dinner Mr. Alexander 
was aware before the giving of this dinner 
that whilst given in my name and the name 
of Senator Depew, it was given for the pur- 
pose of assisting the society, and I told Mr. 
Alexander of the amount paid for the dinner, 
which was by my personal check, and of the 
subsequent return of this amount to me by 
the society, of which he approved asa proper 
disbursement by the society. é 

“ Whilst it might have been an injurious 
method of advertising the society; had its 
name been connected with it, still many such 
affairs had been given at home and abroad 
for the same purpose, without the Equitable’s 
name being mentioned, and allowances have 


| been made by the society for the cost of the 


same. 
* Having’ entered the society at an early 
age,”’ said Mr. Hyde, “ and recognizing that 
my father had placed my interests in the 
society to some extent under the guardian- 
ship of Mr. Alexander, I recognized at all 
times that it would be quite natural for me 
to look to him for guidance and to expect re- 
monstrance from him wherever it was te- 
quired. 
Oriticism Comes Too Late. - 
“JT would not have resented, but would have 
appreciated such action on his part: Bo 
far, however, from assuming that attitude 
towards me the president permitted me to 
gather my experience and to make my mis- 
takes without guidance or hindranee from 
him..

THE WAR DURING THE % WEEK. 

The long waited for “ greatest naval bat- 
tle in history ” has been fought, and by a 
single combat Togo has stricken Russia 
from the list of naval powers and given to 
Japan undisputed supremacy of the far 
eastern seas. 

Togo’s battle plan was as masterly as it 
was simple. He sent Kamimura with a 
comparatively weak squadron to the en- 
trance of the Corean strait, Rojestvensky 
did not even fire a shot at it. Sweeping on 
to the northward the Russian fleet at- 
tempted to pass between Tsu islands and the 
coast Of Japan. His battle formation was 
childishly weak. His fleet extended in two 
long lines, the battleships in the eastern 
column, the cruisers and lighter craft in the 
western. As he passed Iki island, southeast |

The loss of life was frightful. The Japa- 
nese captured and rescued upwards of 4,000 
men. This leaves fully 10,000 men unac- 
counted for, and the number of Russians 
killed and drowned probably will reach that 
figure. In the battle of Liaoyang the Rus- 
sian losses in killed were nof so great, and 
even in the battle of the Shaho the figures 
were exceeded but little. The Japanes losses 
were insignificatt—113 men killed, 424 
wounded. Three Japanese destroyers were 
sunk during the battle. Not one of Togo’s 
battleships or cruisers was compelled to 
leave the fighting line. 

Unfortunately for Russia, there is no ta 
dication as yet that this latest disaster has 
hastened peace. The war party seems to | 
be firmly seated in power and the clamor 
of the Russian people and the Russian press 


for peace has as yet fallen on unheeding ears. | 


It is known, however, that President Roose- 
velt has at least made a beginning in peace 


negotiations, for on Friday afternoon, in an | 


informal interview at the White house, he 
made known to the Russian ambassador the |

Bverybody is familiar with the ornate or 
the sensational sermon which fills the 
church, and rents the pews, and pays off the 
church debt. It answers that good purpose 
but none other, so far as is known. 

‘The pope is all for simplicity in preaching 
and religious teaching, but he does not con- 
ceal the fact that effective simplicity is not 
an easy matter. He says: We would not 
have it supposed that this studied simplicity 
of teaching does not require labor and med- 
itation; oh the contrary, it requires it more 
than any other kind.” The more uncultured 
the hearers the greater the necessity, says 
the pope, for “ study and diligence ” to bring 
home to their minds the truths it is desired 
to inculcate.

The young man in earnest coming into 
the city for a try at success in a new line 
needs to remember that the dollar which 
he put in his pocket at home may have de- 
preciated to all intents at least 50 per cent 
before he reaches the city with it; in some 
lines it will have lost three-fourths of its 
purchasing powers. 

The young man who comes into the big 
city. with $50 to $100 between him and a 
paying position may not be regarded as 
particularly “flush” in the acceptance of 
the term: Under the ordinary circumstahces 
of the case he will come in on a railroad 
train, having a handbag and a trunk.

T took just one day for the Interborough 


Rapid Transit company of New York 


to break the recent strike on its lines. 
Twenty-four hours after the unlon men 
had gone out the strike was over, so

Ring to supply motive power on all the lines, 


“Hew men were at the windows of the ticket 


booths ready to take fares, and the cars 


* were running with but little inconvenience 


“to the road or to the traveling public. Five 
‘thousand skilled railroad men had suddenly 


» stepped into the places left empty by the 


‘Strikers before the first day was over, and 
the cars went on almost as if nothing had 
“happened. 

There are few instances on record of such 
™ clean and compiete job of strike breaking 
‘@s -was this. The unions, when they went 
out, were sure they would win their strike 
“ensily. There were nearly 6,000 of them— 
“motormen, trackmen, electricians, engi- 
Meers, power house employés, and ticket 
™ choppers.” They operated the most com- 
plicated local railroad system in the coun- 
try. They were all skilled men in their lines 
“men whom it would be hard to replace at 

short notice—and they had thousands of 
dollars in the unions’ treasuries to keep 
their fight golhe. They were not of the 
*“poorty paid classes of workers; most of them 
had saved something. They could afford to 
‘lay off for a long 'time. And when they went 


out they tied up the system tighter than a

Farley Breaks the Strike. 

One James Farley, strike breaker and de- 
fective, is the man who made it possible for

omiciais at the first mutterings of the unions

To these he wired news of the situation in)

- ads. in the papers of their towns stating that 


men were wanted for work on a new road at 
a higher scale of pay than was obtainable in 

_their town. Applicants came for the places 
by the hundreds, and in the course of two 
weeks there were 5,000 men on Farley’s pay 
roll in various cities who were ready to start 
for New York the minute that the atrike 
breaker wired Come.” 

These men were those that had been weed- 
ed out from the thousands that had applied 
for work. They had been first asked if they 
would stick by the road in case of a strike, 
and on answering in the affirmative were told 
what the situation wasin New York. If they 


were willing to go to help break the strike — ; 


they were given one day's pay and oma to 
wait for orders.

The studio of a scene painter is as differ- 
ent from the ordinary artist's studio as might 
be imagined. Its interior suggests at first 
glance a carpenter shop rather than the 
studio, but art is there, art and a good trade 
to help it along. The scenic artist works on 
scaffolding swung from the ceiling, with his 
¢anvas swung before him, like a house paint- 
er working on the side of a wall. His easel 
is a wooden frame eighteen feet or more high 
and from five to ten feet wide.

One man who now has five or six men in his 


employ says he could use twenty more at 


‘good salaries if they were to be had. 


The salaries paid this class of artists 
would suggest that it is one branch of art 
that is well worth any man’s learning. 
Twenty-five dollars is the lowest weekly pay 
of any scene painter. This is the pay of 
the beginner. From this it runs up, accord- 
ing to the experience, efficiency, and talent 
of a man, until it reaches $150 a week, the 


average pay of the head artist in a scenic 
studio. 


It takes from two wéblen to a month to 


turn out the scenery for a play after the. 
order is.seceived at the studio. Sometimes 


this time is cut in half, and quartered, even, 
for the theatrical manager has a way of 


discovering that he needs something in a 


hurry. This means hard work for the art- 
ists and bad work on the canvas, for it takes 
time to paint good scenery as well as it does 


to paint a picture. When the artist is 
through with his work, a scene is “ cut up” 


to shipping size and is ready for the yous 
or for the er as ~ case may be.. 


Cost of Great. 

The ‘cost of scenery varies as greatly as 
does the scenery. Six hundred dollars will pay 
for scenery enough to fit out a stock com- 
pany in a small town, while the cost ota 
single large production in the city is often 
ten or fifteen times this amount. Thisleaves 
a good margin of profit for the scene maker, 


even if he does pay his artists $100 a week.

It has often been said that he 
who originates a successful device or

men, or is it because the inventor, reduced 
to a condition of poverty, voluntarily sacri- 
fices the efforts of years for a few dollars? 
Even so, there is an element of dishonesty 


in the capitalist who will take advantage 


of the necessity of his client, and throw- 
ing down a few paltry dollars upon the altar 
of genius, reap a golden harvest by cupidity 
and superior knowledge in business affairs. 

Yet there is a man in Chicago who retains 
an almost childlike faith in the honesty: of 
men.

His business is the selling of ideas—ideas
